"In the vigorous and effective de­ 
velopm ent of peaceful uses of atomic 
energy rests our hope that this new 
force may ultim ately be turned into 
a blessing for all nations,” he said.

Adams county’s fruit growers can 
look forward to a more normal year 
in 1947—which will mean that the 
war induced boom in fruit prices 
will begin to decline. 
T hat prediction was made today by 
Robert C. Lott, president of the 
Adams County Fruit Growers Asso­ 
ciation, who said he based his fore­ 
cast on already apparent trends in 
the food market, of which fruit is a 
part.

“As a whole, Adams county or­ 
chardists are well set to meet the 
expected drop in prices. There are 
few with large quantities of apples 
on hand and all are good m an­ 
agers of their orchards. 
"Much of the success in the or­ 
chard industry is based on the skill 
in which the owners m anage their 
properties and the m ajority proved 
! their ability in the years preceding 
1 the war when prices were extremely 
low, yet they were able to stay in 
■ business and make a profit.
